NEW U.S. AMBASSADOR READY TO ASSUME POST

[Text] The new American ambassador to China who is about tc assume his new post, 
Arthur W. Hummel, Jr., is a s<sofessional diplomat, 62 years old this year, born June 
1920 in Fengyang in our country's Shanxi Province. He not only speaks Chinese, but 
also reads and writes it. He has already visited China in 1973 together with Dr 
Kissinger. It is said that because of his admiration for the famous Song Dynasty 
politician and literary figure, Wang Anshi, he chose as the Chinese version of his 
name Heng Anshi. 


Hummel has very deep roots in our country. He is an expert in things Chinese, just 
as was his father, Arthur W. Hummel, Sr., who was a missionary of the American Con- 
gregational Church. In 1915 he came to Shanxi and at that time also taught English 
at a middle school in Fengyang. Later he joined the faculty of history of Yanjing 
University in Beijing. In 1927 he returned to America and was invited to become the 
director of the Oriental department in the Library of Congress, where he remained 
until his retirement in 1954. The elder Hummel was a scholar specialising in Chinese 
studies. He compiled the "Eminent Chinese of the Ch'ing Period." After his retire- 
ment he lectured on Chinese history at various American universities. He was presi- 
dent of the American Oriental Society and the Association for Asian Studies. 


When the new ambassador was 7 years old, he returned to America with his parents 
and continued his education there. After graduating from Antioch College, he re- 
turned to China. He studied Chinese at the College of Chinese Studies in Beijing 
and later aiso taught English at Furen and Muzhen middle schools. At the outbreak 
of the Pacific war, he was detained by the Japanese occupation army and held at the 
interment camp at Weixian in Shandong Province. In 1944 he was liberated by a local 
armed force of the Kuomintang, with whom he stayed and worked for some time. 
Following the victory in the war of resistance, he was liaison officer of the UN 
Relief Agency in Tianjin for a short period. He returned to America in 1946 to 
study at the University of Chicago, where he obtained an M.A. degree in the field 
of Chinese literature. 


In 1950 Hummel joined the State Department and began his long career as a foreign 
service officer. He is a taciturn man, a specialist who does not like to be in the 
limelight. He received two citations from the State Department, in 1959 and 1966, 





for meritorious services. In 1974 he was promoted to the diplomatic rahk of ambassa- 
dor. He mainly served in Asian countries and was concerned with Asian affairs. He 
is very familiar with Asian conditions and Chinese prot’ems and is well-known in the 
State Department as an "expert on Asian problems," and recognized as one of the men 
of “highest attainments" in the State Department regarding China studies. In his 
early career he served as public affairs officer in the American consulates at Hong 
Burma and as deputy director of the Voice of America” in the 
U.S. Information Office. During 1963 to 1964 he served as deputy assistant secretary 
for educational and cultural affairs in the State Department. In 1965 he became 
deputy head of the U.S. mission in its “embassy” on Taiwan. In 1968 he became ambas- 
sador to Burma. From 1972 to 1975 he served as deputy assistant secretary for East 
Asian and Pacific affairs. In 1975 he was appointed ambassador to Ethiopia and the 
following year became assistant secretary of state for East Asian and Pacific affairs. 
In 1977 he was appointed ambassadur to Pakistan, where he worked hard for the restor- 
ation and strengthening of U.S. relations with Pakistan, his work in this respect is 
highly eppreciated by the U.S. Government.

Hummel advocates the development of United States-China relations, and he recognizes 
that the development of these relations is of “great strategic significance." He 
expressed the opinion that e¢ large country like China must play an extremely impor-- 
tant role in Asian and world affairs. In recent years, the development of United 
States-China relations has reduced the danger of conflicts in Asia and improved the 
world balance that is needed to preserve peace. He indicated that after he has 
assumed his post, he will "exert himself to the utmost" to further consolidate and 
develop United States-China relations. He also thinks that the United States must 
not meddle in the Chinese problem of Taiwan, which is a problem "to be solved by 

the Chinese people themselves.”

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HAIG ADDRESSES CONGRESS ON STRATEGIC BUILDUP

\Text] Washington, 4 Nov (XINHUA)--Secretary of State Alexander Haig told the 
Senate Foreign Relations Committee today that in the strategic environment of the 
1980's, the United States has "no alternative but to pursue a comprehensive and 
balanced program which strengthens our conventional capabilities and, at the same 
time, modernizes our nuclear forces.” 


Urging support ‘for President Reagan's strategic force modernizatior program, he 
drew attention to the fact that the Soviet Union has built rapidly and relentlessly 
to become a global military power. "They now have the capability--and have 
increasingly demonstrated the willingness--to project power and intervene in the 
affairs of other nations, either directly or through surrogates," he said. "One 

of the most profound changes in the international environment over the past 15 
years has been the growth in the number and quality of Soviet strategic nuclear 
weapons. 


A nuclear balance, Haig went on to say, is a “crucial, if unstated, factor for all 
those countries who seek stable security arrangements in the face of Soviet 
expansionism.” 

"This is particularly the case for our allies, the strategic force modernization 
we are now undertaking is a key element in the continued health and unity of the 
Atlantic alliance. For more than 30 years the fate of the United States and its 
European allies has been inseparable. Bv correcting the perceptions-~and 
reality--of emerging imbalances in strategic forces, we will underscore our 
commitment to resist Soviet expansionist goals and reaffirm the credibility of 
the "nuclear umbrella’ which we extend over our allies.” 


Haig urged Congress to support President Reagan's strategic force modernization 
program, his decision to deploy the MX missile, develop the Trident II, and 
deploy the B-1l bombers. "B-1l and MX--and the degree cf Congress’ support for 
them--will make or break our attempt to negotiate a reasonable arms control 
agreement," he said. 


He told the Foreign Relations Committee that U.S.-Soviet negotiations to limit 
strategic arms could begin next spring. But he warned that "arms contro! negotia- 
tions cannot be conducted in a political vacuum. They must be closely related 

to the overall state of U.S.-Soviet relations.”

‘ountry, not only |! failed to object to Reagan's decision, but has approved and 
supported it, adding fuel to the flames, lest U.S. production of neutron bombs 
is not fast enough and not in sufficiently large numbers. 


Comrade Deng Xiaoping hastily instructed the National Defense Scientific and 
lechnological Commission to step up research on neutron bombs and to start to 
build accelerators of 30 billion to 50 billion electron-volts to hasten neutron 
bomb development. 


However, the designing and manufacturing of any modern weapon is expensive. 
Needless to say, this includes neutron bombs. At present, the greatest difficulty 
of the national economy is the lack of funds. Furthermore, the people's living 
standard is low. Deve lopnent of the neutron bomb inevitably will swallow up 

huge amounts of money and further increase the people's burdens. 


[It should be pointed out: The small atom bomb dropped by the United States on 
Hiroshima, Japan, on 6 August 19745, destroyed an entire city and took the lives 
of almost all the inhabitants. Most of the survivors are still struggling on 

the verge of death even today. Offsprings of the victims of the atom bomb are 

in most cases suffering from defective functions. Modern nuclear bombs are far 
more destructive and cruel than what caused the scene at Hiroshima. The explosion 
of a single nuclear bomb will be a horrible massacre. The atom bomb dropped on 
Hiroshima was equivalent to only 130,000 tons of TNT. By contrast, a present--day 
nuclear bomb is equivalent to 250 million tons of TNT. Therefore, if a nuclear 
war breaks out, it will be impossible to try to "wath the fire from the other side 
of the river.” It inevitably will mean destruction of our country's 5,000-year- 
old civilization, disaster to several hundred million people, even extinction of 


the Chinese nation.

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ime United States is an important partner in the Camp David peace process and a 
party to the Palestinian autonomy calks. At present the United States has not 
yet abandoned the Camp David agreement. President Reagan stated that the United 
tes intends to continue the peace process initiated at Camp David. He stressed 
that the present question is to draw all Arab countries, not just one, to make 
peace with Israel and to work out together a formula for settling the Palestinian 
issue. However, because the Camp David peace process has not been able to receive 
the support from the majority of Ara» countries az also because of Israeli 
stubbornness, the prospect of the talks on Palestinian autonomy scheduled for next 
April among Egypt, Israel and the United States is not uright. This is why the 
United States begins tc show an interest in the Saudi plan. 


U.S. Secretary of State Haig stated recently that some of the points contained 
in the Saudi eight-point proposal are acceptable cnd some can be the basis for 
future negotiations. He pointed out that the Saudi proposal implies the recogni- 
tion of Israel's right to exist and the recognition of the UN Security Council 
Resolution No 242, U.S. State Department spokesman Fischer revealed that the 
United States has discussed the Saud! plan with Saudi Arabia on several occasions. 


From the above, it is obvious that the Mideast situation is in for certain changes. 











However, the Soviet Union and Israel are opposed to the Saudi plan. Israel attacks 
the Saudi proposal as a formula aimed at eliminating Israel by stages. The Soviet 
paper IZVESTIYA attacked it as "in the final analysis, an appeal to the Arab 
countries to recognize Israel."’ The reason for the Soviet attack is clear: The 
Soviet Union wants the confrontation between Arabs and Israel to continue so as 

to provide it with an opportunity to fish in troubled water, sell arms to some 

Arab countries and carry out infiltration. 


The Mideast is an area of rivalry between the two hegemonist powers. The Soviet 
Union is seeking every opportunity to poke its nose into the area while the United 
States is strengthening its posture to counter the Soviet Union. Thus, the 
settlement of the Mideast issue will be a long process. But the Saudi proposal 


has opened a new prospect for a comprehensive, just and peaceful settlement of 
the Arab-Israeli conflict.

[Commentary from “International Current Events" program: "Behind the Debates 
of the Sale of AWACS Planes by the United States"] 


[Excerpts] During the past month, the U.S. Congress has experienced sharp debates 
on whether to approve the sale of AWACS planes to Saudi Arabia. On the surface, 
the U.S. congressional members argued about the advantages and disadvantages of 
the sale of advanced weapons, but in fact there is a deeper meaning. It has a 
bearing on whether the Reagan administration could successfully readjust its 
Mideast policy and carry out its overall foreign policy in a smooth manner. 


For many years the United States has been carrying out a Mideast policy in favor 
of Israel and the relations between the United States and most Arab countries 
have required a lot of hard work. This has created an opportunity that can be 
exploited to tue Soviet Union's advantage. As the Soviet Union deepens its 
aggression and expansion in the Mideast, especially following its invasion of 
Afghanistan by armed forces, not only does the United States face a serious 
challenge in the Mideast but the Arab countries are now facing a dual threat 
from both Israel and the Soviet Union. Under such circumstances, the Arab 
countries urgently desire a reasonable solution to the problems caused as a result 
of Israel's aggression and expansion and want to have stability and security in 
the Mideast region. On this basis, the Arab countries want to strengthen their 
unity in order to jointly resist the Soviet Union's expansion toward the south. 


The policy and proposition of the Arab countries are contradictory to the U.5. 
pro-Israel Mideast policy. Since Reagan took office, the United States has 
repeatedly stressed that it will give priority to dealing with Soviet expansion 
in the Mideast and has made some adjustments to its Mideast policy. On the one 
hand, the United States has continued to support Israel and established a rela- 
tionship of strategic cooperation with Israel. On the other hand, it has strived 
to improve its relations with the Arab countries in order to establish another 
relationship of strategic cooperation. The Reagan administration's decision to 
sell AWACS planes to Sadi Arabia is precisely a major step in balancing tne 
relations between the United States and Israel and those between the United States 
and the Arab countries and in readjusting its Mideast policy. 








The approval by the U.S. Senate of the sale of the AWACS planes has caused different 
reactions in the world. Saudi Arabia, Egypt and a number of other countries have 
welcomed the decision. They are convinced that this is a turning point in the 
relations between the United States and the Arab countries. Israel has expressed 
its regret. However, public opinion in the world has pointed out that the sale 

of the AWACS planes itself does not mean that the United States has already changed 
its basic stand of siding with Israel. The United States' readjustment of its 
Mideast policy is merely a beginning. The current U.S. Miceast policy is still 

far from being able to solve the fundamental crux of the Mideast issue.

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BEIJING VIEWS U.S. ATTITUDE ON SAUDI PEACE PLAN

[Text] The eight-point Middle East peace proposal made by Saudi Crown Prince Fahd 
has become a focus of attention in many parts of the word. It has led to extensive 
discussion in Washington since the U.S. Senate approvel of the AWACS radar planes 
sale to Saudi Arabia. Washington's assessment of the positive aspect of the Saudi 
plan drew a strong reaction from Israel. U.S. State Department officials were 
quick in coming out with a clarification, saying thai taking note of the Saudi 

plan does not amount to endorsing it. In spite of this ambiguity, there are 

signs that the Reagan administration will be giving careful consideration to the 
Saudi plan, which has brought new positive elements to the volatile Middle East 
situation. 


When the plan was put forward in August, the United States tried to minimize its 
significance, for fear that it would adversely affect the peace process started 

by the Camp David accords. However, as more and more Arab, European and other 
countries indicated their approval of the Saudi plan, the U.S. Government, ranging 
from President Ronald Reagan to Secretary of State Alexander Haig and other State 
Department officials, has also changed its attitude and voiced guarded appreciation 
of the plan. In a statement a few days ago, President Reagan described the plan 

as a potentially important step, saying it will recognize Israel as a nation to 

be negotiated with. Many influential American politicians have also expressed 
flexibility toward the PLO. When asked whether the U.S. Government would eventually 
involve the PLO in the peace talks, President Reagan said that a solution has to 

be found for the Palestine problem and that the United States would like Saudi 
Arabia to bring the PLO into the peace process, provided it was willing to 
recognize Israel's right to exist. 


Obviously, the American position toward the Arab-Israeli conflict is far from 
fair. It is partial to Israel and insists on the PLO's recognition of Israel's 
right to exist. However, Reagan's statement expressing readiness to solve the 
problem and eventually to talk to the PLO shows a sense of realism. 


The Reagan administration has made clear its willingness to have more countries 
taking part in the Middle East peace negotiations, including Saudi Arabia and 
Jordan, and it regards Saudi Arabia as the key to spreading peace throughout the 
Middle East. On this score, the Reagan government agrees with some aspects of

the Saudi plan. If progress could be made on the question of the PLO, the Saudi 
proposal might well lead to the solution of the Middle East issue. 


What worries the United States now is the impact of the Saudi proposal on the Camp 
David accords that it has painstakingly helped to bring about. A U.S. State 
Department spokesman has stressed over and over again that the United States 
welcomes certain points in the Saudi plan, but that does not mean that the U.S. 
Government is backing away from the commitment it has made to the Camp David 
process. 


Whenever there is any hope of a settlement of the Middle East conflict, Israel 
always comes out to thwart it, with subsequent support of the U.S. Goverament. 
The same pattern has been repeated many times. Israeli Prime Minister Begin 
recently wrote to U.S. President Reagan, urging him to reject the Saudi plan. 
The United States immediately made offers to appease Israel. Despite all that, 
the United States still showed interest in the Saudi plan and said that it could 
be talked over. It seems the door is still open, and the initiative is with the 
U.S. Government. The question now is whether Washington has the sincerity and 
determination to help solve the Middle East question.

SAUDI MINISTER URGES U.S. TO ACCEPT PROPOSAL

[Text] Beijing, 6 Nov (XINHUA)--British Foreign Secretary Lord Carrington said 
in Riyadh yesterday that the Saudi eight-point peace proposal was positive, 
correct and of considerable importance in maintaining the peace process in the 
Middle East, according to reports received here. 


At a press conference, both Lord Carrington and Saudi Foreign Minister Prince 
Sa'ud al-faysal described their talks as "useful, constructive and encouraging." 


Carrington said that there were “common grounds" between the Saudi proposals 
and the EEC declaration on the Middle East issue, and that the EEC Ministerial 
Council will meet late this month to discuss the Saudi proposal. However, he 
predicted that before Israel completely hands back Sinai to Egypt next April, 
no progress could be achieved towards a Middle East settlement, he added. 


He said: "Between the Arab Fes summit and next April all those who are interested 
in a negotiated settlement will seek to provde the climate and conditions in which 
that (negotiated settlement) is possible." 


Faysal said at the press conference that his discussions with Lord Carrington 

hac centered on the Saudi proposal. He hoped that the Arab summit held in Fes 

on 25 November would unanimously approve the proposals. This, he said, would 
provide a "very solid basis" for a negotiated settlement of the Middle East issue. 
He urged the United States and the Soviet Union to accept the proposal after its 
adoption at the Arab summit. 


He pointed out that if Israel and Palestine do not recognize each other's right 
to exist, there would be no peace in the Middle East. The reason why Israel 
rejects the Saudi proposal was that it does not want peace, he said. 


Referring to the need for an international conference on the Middle East, Faysal 
said that it should be decided by the Arab summit whether or not an international 
conference through the UN Security Council is needed. 


As to the EEC's participation in the peacekeeping force to Sinai, Faysal said that 
Saudi Arabia stands opposed to it just as other Arab countries and PLO have done. 
He said that the participation of the West in the force means recognition of the 
Camp David accords.

SAUDI FOREIGN MINISTER COMMENTS ON PEACE PLAN

[Text] Kuwait, 5 Nov (XINHUA)--European Economic Community President and British 
Foreign Secretary Lord Carrignton ended a 3-day visit here which included talks 
with Crown Prince Sa'ud al-Faysal about the eight-point Saudi peace proposal and 
the EEC's Venice declaration of i980 on the Palestinian problem. 


At a joint news conference held before Carrington's departure, Prince Sa'ud 
answered a question on the seventh point of the Saudi peace plan which deals with 
the recognition of Israel by Saudi Arabia. He declared that the seventh point is 
comnected with the other points and that the most important point is the one 
dealing with the recognition of the Palestinian state and holding of negotiations 
between that state and Israel, and this could not be achieved without mutual 
recognition. 


Prince Sa'ud said that Israel has rejected the Saudi peace plan because it does 
not want peace in the area. 


Prince Sa'ud said that Middle East peace negotiations could be conducted by the 
United Nations Security Council or during an international conference. 


Carrington said at the news conference that the Saudi peace plan announced by 
Prince Fahd last 7 August does not contradict the Venice declaration, which 
clearly indicates Europe's position concerning the Middle East. The Venice 
declaration recognizes the Palestinians’ rights and the right of all the region's 
countries to live peacefully, he added. 


He said he hopes the upcoming Arab summit conference will adopt the Saudi peace 
proposal, which he said will boost efforts toward peace.

MUBARAK SPEAKS ON AWACS DEAL, SAUDI PROPOSAL

[Text] Kuwait, 7 Nov (XINHUA)--"The situation between Egypt and the Arab countries 
is better now,"' said Egyptian President Husni Mubarak in Cairo in an exclusive 
interview with the Kuwaiti newspaper ARAB TIMES which is published here today. 


Mubarak said, "I feel the tension between Egypt zind Arab countries has decreased 
since the death of President al-Sadat." 


On Saudi Arabia's eight-point proposal, he said: "I hope Prince Fahd's initiative 
will proceed and that the parties concerned will accept the eight-point Saudi 
proposal." 


Regarding the AWACS aircraft for Saudi Arabia, President Mubarak said he had 
told America in September that Egypt considered the AWACS deal to Saudi Arabia 
as a matter of principle. ‘Saudi Arabia has contributed greatly towards inter- 
national issues, not to mention its moderate oil policy. This reasonable stance 
has to be duly appreciated by the U.S.A." 


"Saudi Arabia has the right to defend its national security and assume its active 
role in the area," he added. 


The president called on Arabs to consider Egypt's situation and not to allow "this 
Arab country to be a victim of world powers." 


Husni Mubarak said that he had concentrated first on the security question. 
Since that has been dealt with, his second main point was the economic situation. 


"My plan is that the political leadership should not be busy only with foreign 
affairs, but that it should concentrate on the national economy to turn Egypt from 
a consumer to a producer.” He repeated his affirmation of an open economy and 
said there would be no objection to developing the laws regarding foreign invest- 
ments in Egypt. 


The Egyptian president said that America was serious in helping his country. 
"We asked them to aic us more and they have not refused any demand. We still 
need more." 


He said that Egypt was prepared to deal with the Soviet Union "on an equal 
footing."" He added, "I don't like to feel we are a small state in relation to a 
big one. We are equal members of the United Nations. I don't like anybody to 
impose anything against our national interests."

XINHUA' REPORTS REAGAN MEETS JORDAN'S HUSSEIN

[Text] Washington, 2 Nov (XINHUA)--U.S. President Ronald Reagan and King Hussein 
of Jordan discussed today at the White House the overall situation in the Middle 
East. 


King Hussein arrived here yesterday for a 4-day visit in Washington on the invita- 
tion of the U.S. president. The king's visit took place at a time when the U.S. 
administration is trying to seek increased security cooperation with Arab countries 
and broaden Arab participation in the Middle East peace process so as to form a 
"strategic concensus" in the region, 


In his welcoming remarks, Reagan told the king that the United States is concerned 
about outside threats to the Middle East, as well as those issues which most 
directly affect the people of the Middie East. "When focusing on the internal 
problems of the region we must never lose sight of the role of external powers 

in aggravating those problems," he noted. He asked Jordan to work together with 
the United States to find solutions. 


Briefing on the talks, a senior U.S. official said that the king gave the president 
his own point of view on the general situation of the Middle East and said that 

one of the most fundamental problems of the region was the solution to the 
Palestinian problem and the plight of the Palestinians specifically. The king 
believed "very deeply that the Palestinians in any case, must be involved in that 
settlement and their participation gives it weight and meaning.” 


The king critisized the intransigence of Israel and indicated that Jerusalem must 
remain a symbol] of peace in the Middle East. It was a very important question 
to all Arabs and too important to be left to the sovereignty of Israel, he said. 


The official made it clear that despite the United States appearing to look with 
some favor on the eight-point peace plan put forward by Prince Fahd of Saudi Arabia, 
the administration is not drawing away from the Camp David process. He said, 

the president indicated that there was in the Saudi plan an initiative where none 
existed before, but "the president did not deviate fron the adherence of the 

United States Government to the Camp David peace process as the framework for 
achieving peace in the Middle East.” 
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The official added that under ideal circumstances, the opportunity to have 
additional participants in the Camp David peace process is something that the 
United States Government would support, “but ovviously there are serious obstacles 
to the Jordanian participation in the Camp David process."

SYRIA'S KHADDAM ON U.S. MIDEAST INVOLVEMENT

[Text] Damascus, 2 Nov (XINHUA)--Syrian Foreign Minister ‘Abd al-Halim Khaddam 

said Saturday peace in the Middle East will be achieved only by the total withdrawal 
of Israel from Arab land including Jerusalem and the Israeli recognition of 
Palestinian rights. 


Speaking at a news conference for American journalists on a fact-finding tour 
of the Middle East, Khaddam also discussed the involvement of the United States 
in the Middle East. 


On the U.S. Senate's approval of the AWACS planes sale to Saudi Arabia, Khaddam 
said, "We agree that Arab countries should obtain all means of development and 
all kinds of weapons." However, "we cannot be blind to the immense U.S. military 
aid to Israel, which is used to reinforce aggression against Arabs and continue 
its occupation of Arab lands," he said. 


"This bargain with Saudi Arabia would have gained more importance if the United 
States had balanced its relations between the Arab countries and Israel," he 

explained. "Begin's visit to Washington and the U.S. strategic agreement with 
Israel have given rise to a complicated and dangerous situation in the region." 


Khaddam also pointed out that “the U.S. strategic commitment to Israel has placed 
American interests and decisions in the service of expansionistic Israeli goals." 
"In our conclusion...we always take into consideration the Israeli war planes, 
artillery and tanks which are all American made." He said, "It is Israel which 
stands in the way of peace. Israel is the obstacle impeding the finding of a 
lasting peace in the region.” 


When asked about the massive military aid Syria receives from the Soviet Union 

and what influence the Soviet aid may have on Syria‘s policies, Khaddam said, 
"Syria is an independent state. It makes its national decisions about how to best 
serve national interests. The decision we take in Syria and all our practices 

are fully dictated by our national interests. There is no other consideration." 


On the subject of future relations with the United States in a Middle East without 
conflict, Khaddam said, "I believe it would be a good relationship because the 
major obstacle existing today is America's unreasonable support of Israeli aggres- 
sion." 


"In the past the U.S. Government offered aid and we accepted it," Khaddam said, 
"and if it offers any help, it will be discussed, considering that the greatest 
help that the United States might offer is to stop its support of Israel."

JORDAN'S KING HUSAYN CONCLUDES U.S. VISIT

[Text] Washington, 5 Nov (XINHUA)--According to a dispatch from a XINHUA reporter, 
Jordanian King Husayn left Washington today to continue his visit elsewhere after 
he concluded his 4-day sojourn in the capital. 


While in Washington, King Husayn discussed the Middle East peace process with 
U.S. leaders. Prior to his departure, he said: The door to solving the Middle 
East issue on the basis of the eight-point proposal put forward by Saudi Arabia 
remains open. "The United States has not shut the door." 


Husayn came to visit the United States at a time when there are rapid changes 

in the Middle East situation. After Egyptian President al-Sadat was assassinated, 
many people were worried about the stability of the Middle East situation and 
actively tried to find a way to achieve peace in the Middle Ezst. As soon as he 
got off his plane, King Husayn stressed the important meaning of the Saudi plan. 
During his talks with Reagan, he emphatically pointed out that a basic problem 

in the Middle East region is that of Palestine and that without the participation 
of the Palestinian people, the solution of the Middle East issue is out of the 
question. He believed that the Camp David formula completely fails to satisfy 
the needs of today's peace process. A high-ranking White House official revealed 
that Reagan had told Husayn that in the Saudi Arabian plan, there existed an 
"initial proposal" which was never mentioned before--a recognition of the fact 
that all Middle East countries have the right to exist. However, Husayn still 
insisted that the United States fulfill its obligation to the Camp David accords. 
People have also noted that after the Senate approved the sale of AWACS planes 

to Saudi Arabia, U.S. leaders have more than once said that a certain part of the 
Saudi Arabian plan was “inspiring" and that it can become a "starting point for 
negotiations." Later, amid Israel's clamoring, the tone of the open remarks 

made by U.S. officials has somewhat changed. However, it is understood that 
issues in this regard remained the topics of discussion when Reagan and Haig met 
with Husayn. A high-ranking official of the U.S. State Department revealed to 

a XINHUA reporter this afternoon that Husayn's visit to the United States had 
mainly scored the following achievements: 


The king has established personal friendship with the president. The two nations 


will strengthen cooperation in security affairs. The United States will try its 
best to satisfy Jordan's needs in national defense. The two sides have explored 
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the Middle East peace process and agreed to find a joint method to solve problems. 
Some members of the press circles believed that the U.S. official circles try to 
avoid excessively stirring up Israel. Therefore, it is unwilling to openly 
discuss the Saudi Arabian plan. However, they feel in private that it is difficult 
Carry on the present Camp David process and that certain adjustments are 
necessary.

Husayn's visit has reflected a trend in the development of the Middle East situr- 
tion--a trend to find a new way to solve the Middle East issue on the basis of 

the Saudi Arabian plan. Egypt's new president, Mubarak, has already expressed 
Egypt's willingness to improve and develop its relations with the Arab nations. 
PLO Leader ‘Arafat praised the Saudi Arabian plan. The 10 nations of the West 
European community also sent British Foreign Secretary Carrington to Saudi Arabia 
to hold talks. The United States itself has taken some steps which have attracted 
public attention such as the approval of the sale of AWACS planes to Saudi Arabia, 
the strengthening of its relations with Egypt and Sudan, the appreciation of the 
Saudi Arabian plan and the strengthening of its ties with Jordan and so con. 
However, whether the United States will truly follow the path to improve and 
develop its relations with the Arab nations and to accelerate the Middle East 
peace process or whether it will still try to stubbornly cling to Israel is 
something which remains to be seen.

[Text] Beijing, 30 Oct (XINHUA)--The U.S. Commerce Depastment reported a 2.7 
percent drop in the index of leading indicators during September, the biggest 
in 1/7 months. 


Accoi< ing to western wire services, the Commerce Department reported that of the 
10 economsic indicators designed to predict economic trends only one improved 
in September. 


Meanwhile, U.S. Labor Department statistics indicated that the productivity of 
American business fell at an annual rate of 1.9 percent in the third quarter of 
the year, the largest decline in 3 1/2 years. 


The figures for the quarter ending 30 Septembe- showed that private business utput 
fell 1.2 percent. 


Higher prices for housing, food, transport and other sectors of the economy 
pushed the U.S. annual inflation rave to 14.8 percent during September, the Labor 
Department reported on 23 October. This was the third straight month of double- 
digit inflation. 


During the last 3 months, consumer prices have climbed at an annual rate of 
13.5 percent, a substantial increase over the 8.5 percent recorded in the first 
half of the vear. Inflation rate was 12.6 percent in 1980. 


"The administration has counted on inflation slowing and high interest rates 
easing to bring the ‘'.S. economy out of its mild recession," a REUTER report 
commented, “but the surprisingly large rise in prices during September seemed 
likely to increase uncertainly in the financial markets.” 


On the other hand, a 2/7 October U.S. Commerce Department report said the American 
foreign trade deficit amounted to $2.6 billion in September with the cumulative 
trade deficit in the first 9 months of 1981 totaling $28.7 billion. 


Total losses in auto industry reached $969 million for the third quarter of the 


year, with General Motors reporting $468 million losses, Ford Motor Co $334 
million losses and Chrysler Corp $149.3 million losses. 
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The current recession in the United States, the eighth since World War II, could 
drive the government's 1982 budget deficit to a record $100 billion, House Budget 


Committee Chairman James Jones told a meeting < ropean investors. 
President Ronald Reagan has proposed overall bv’ cuts and tax savings designed 
to reduce anticipated budget deficits by $115 b: yn in a 3-year period to achieve 


a balanced budget in the 1984 financial year. But Jones told the investors the 
president's economic assumptions were "wildly unrealistic." The deficits between 
now and 1984 could total $200 to $300 billion, he warned.

EGYPT'S GHAZALAH DENIES THREAT TO LIBYA

Ghazalah declared that there is no Egyptian military build-up on the Libyan 
borders and that the Egyptian forces stationed there are only for defence in 
face of any foreign contingencies. 


In an interview with the Egyptian weekly magazine (AKHER SA‘A), the minister 
reiterated President Husni Mubarak's statement that there is neither build-up 
on the Libyan borders nor any plans or even intention for attacking Libya. 


He said the historical relations between Egypt and the Sudan and the joint defence 
agreement make his country committed to a battle alongside with the Sudan in case 
it was exposed to any foreign invasion and this would be done in accordance with 

a request by the Sudanese Government. 


He said there is an Egyptian military mission of officers and warrant officers 
in the Sudan to train the Sudanese forces on the use of certain weapons and 
equipment. There are similar missions in Somalia and Oman and a number of Gulf 
countries, he added. 


Ghazalah said the joint Egyptian-U.S. mili*ary exercises to be conducted on coming 
Monday are aimed at introducing a new expertise in tactic and rapid air landing. 
These manoeuvres do not constitute any threat to the security of any neighboring 
state nor are they meant for invading Libyan lands as was alleged, he added.

["Roundup: Israel's 'New’ Policy in West Bank of Jordan River"--by correspondent

[Text] Damascus, 2 Nov (XINHUA)--The Israeli authorities put into effect yesterday 
a "new" policy in the West Bank of the Jordan River which would transform the 
military administration functioning since 1967 to a civil one headed by Israeli 
Professor Menhem Milson. 


According to the policy called by the press as "the Sharon plan" as it was put 
forward by Minister of Defence Ari'el Sharon, a notorious hawk in the Israeli 
regime, the civil affairs in the West Bank would be handled by a civil administra- 
tion with the participation of Palestinians as assistants. The Israeli troops 
stationed in the region would take charge of the security affairs. It can be seen 
that the reform only means a change of name while the real power is still in the 
hand of the Israeli Army. 


Reaction to this new policy varies. The United States regards it as "a major step 
toward easing tension in the occupied area." However, almost all the mayors and 
Arab papers in the West Bank vigorously oppose it. The mayor of Nablus said, 
"Nobody could see what is new in the plan and Professor Milson is a colonel who 
has just taken off his uniform. He described the plan as a "desperate and futile 
attempt to undermine Palestinian unity." "In the final analysis, they want to 
annex the West Bank," he added. 


In Beirut, a Palestinian in the PLO headquarters pointed out, "No one is going 
to go along with the plan because the real power remains with the Israelis.” 
Even certain Israeli officials expressed doubts privately on the real effect of 
the reform. 


Arab observers here said the real purpose of the plan is to sow discord between 
the PLO and the Palestinians in the occupied territory in an attempt to perpetuate 
Israel's domination over the territory. Milson revealed not long ago in an article 
carried in a U.S. journal that the aim of the plan is “to liberate the population 
of the territory from the PLO control.” 
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However, the Israelis have underestimated the tenacity of Palestinian nationalism. 
The Palestinians in the occupied territory persistently oppose the annexation of 
East Jerusalem and regard the PLO as their sole legitimate representative. 


To solve the conflict between Israelis and Arab Palestinians, the right thing for 


the Begin government to do is to stop its expansionist policy and recognize the 
inalienable rights of the Palestinian people.

It is well known that the root cause of years of turbulence and unrest in the 
Middle East lies in Israel's intransigence in pursuing an expansionist policy and 
its refusal to return to the Arabs their territories it has occupied and to 
recognize the legitimate rights of the Palestinian people. Israel's position 

has brought disaster to the Palestinian people and jeopardized its own existence. 
In other words, it is precisely the incorrigible aggressive and expansionist 
stand of Israel that endangers its own existence.

UN BEGINS DFBATE ON GLOBAL NEGOTIATIONS

[Text] United Nations, 4 Nov (XINHUA)--The UN General Assembly this afternoon 
began its debate on launching global negotiations on international economic 
cooperation and development, with the developing countries favoring the General 
Assembly as the central forum of such negotiations. 


Algeria, speaking for the host of developing countries known as the "Group of 77," 
was joined by Austria, Sweden and Norway in reaffirming negotiation framework. 

The General Assembly is where each nation has one vote and the developing countries 
have a large majority. 


The North-South dialogue, Algerian Ambassador Mohamec 3edjaoui declared, was more 
than ever at a crossroad today. There was need to create a new world to establish 
the right of all to progress, he noted. 


He assured that the Group of 77 had renewed its confidence in the virtues of a 
dialogue among countries on an equal footing, and deeply believed that it must 
replace “dogmatism and injunction." 


In order to preserve the fundamental characteristics of global negotiations, 

he stressed, it was essential that the fundamental need for a universal dialogue 
be recognized; that the General Assembly remain the central forum for all stages 
of negotiations; and that negotiations form part of the dynamic perspective of 
the establishment of a new international economic order. 


During the general debate of the General Assembly earlier, a very large number 

of countries expressed their hope that the current session would be able to adopt 

a decision on the launching of global negotiations. At the Cancun summit in 

late October, 22 leaders from the North and South also agreed on the "desirability" 
of such negotiations at the Un on a basis to be agreed upon and in circumstances 
offering the prospect of progress. 


The president of the General Assembly said in his statement today that he had 
associated himself with those aspirations and hoped that that objective would be 
realized. 
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The representative of Austria said during the debate today that Austria realized 
that the problems related to global negotiations were manifold and extremely 
complex. They could only be successfully dealt with if the interests of all 
countries were being given due consideration, for only a mutually acceptable 
process of global negotiations offered the prospect of concrete and substantive 
results. 


Australian representative declared that Australia had not been a participant at 
the Cancun summit, but it weclomed the results of the meeting. The summit paved 
the way for greater understanding between developed and developing countries, 

he noted. 


He said that the world community was looking to the Cancun participants to do 
their utmost to build the consensus to ensure that global negotiations were 


launched as soon as possible within an acceptable framework. 


That might not be easy, he pointed out, there was a need to ensure the widest 
participation, including necessarily the full involvement of the United States.

NATO COMMANDER COMMENTS ON SOVIET STRATEGY

[Text] Venice, 7 Nov (XINHUA)--NATO Supreme Commander Bernard Rogers stressed 
here today that the single most important factor determining the bounds of 
Soviet behavior will be the degree of resistance she expects to encounter.” 
Rogers was speaking at the closing session of a seminar here on Soviet strategy 
and the response of the West. 


He said that while massing forces periodically to intimidate the Polish people, 
the Soviets continue their brutal occupation of Afghanistan. Meanwhile, they 
aid Vietnamese aggression in Southeast Asia. This global expansion of Soviet 
power now menaces NATO's vital interests, beyond alliance boundaries as well as 
within them. 


Rogers said, “Dominating our considerations must be the increasingly adverse 
force imbalance between the Warsaw Pact and NATO which has emerged over the last 
20 years and which continues to grow." 


He said, although the Soviet Union has internal difficulties but "history reminds 
us that nations with internal problems and excess military might often find a 
rationale for external excursions." 

? 
"As a result of the relentless accumulation of Soviet military power coupled with 
the inadequate and faltering response to commitments by NATO nations, the very 
credibility of our deterrent is decreasing and in jeopardy,” he said. 


"A primary alliance objective must be the fielding of a credible, integrated 
conventional deterrent during this decade." "Implementing NATO's two-track 
LRTNF decision and building a credible conventional deterrent are what I believe 
to be the two principal tasks for allied command Europe in this decade," he 
noted. 


Speaking of “pacifism, neutralism and unilateralism" in the western countries 
today, Rogers said that "the dialogue will get us nowhere without an adequate 
and improving deterrent. 








Referring to the present peace movement in Europe at a press conference earlier 
here this morning, Rogers said historical lessons showed that unilateral disarma- 
ment could not lead to detente. 


Rogers stressed the importance of the southern flank of NATO because of the 
necessity to protect the flow of western shippings through the Mediterranean. 
He also stressed the key position of Turkey in the defence of this region and 
looked forward to the entry of Spain in NATO. He hoped the administration of 
Greece would decide to remain in the NATO military structure. 


The 2-day seminar was sponsored by the Italian "Atlantic Committee." At yesterday's 
session of the seminar, Chief of Staff of the Italian Armed Forces General 

Umberto Cappuzzo described the Soviet military apparatus as a pillar of the Soviet 
power policy. He pointed out that by making good use of detente the Soviet 

Union has rapidly built up its military strength in recent years to the extent 

that is beyond defensive needs.

OPENING OF FRANCO-AFRICAN SUMMIT

[Text] Paris, 3 Nov (XINHUA)--The eighth annual Franco-African summit opened 
here this morning at the International Meeting Center. Speaking at the opening 
session of the meeting, French President Francois Mitterrand, who presided over 
the meeting, elaborated France's policy towards Third World countries, African 
countries in particular. 


On East-West relations, Mitterrand said that France favors maintenance of the 
balance of force between East and West, saying "if the balance of force in the 
world were not guaranteed, then peace would be threatened." France "will keep 
a free hand in using its own forces and guarantee its independence in making 
decisions," he said. 


On North-South dialogue, the French president pointed out that his country is in 
favor of reopening global negotiations in the framework of the United Nations. 

He said that “urgent discussions should be held on such issues as self-sufficiency 
in food, energy security and a steady primary products interflow and rapid 
industrial growth." "France will not wait for the end of global negotiations 

to act,” he added. 


Mitterrand pledged support for reform of the international economic order. 

This reform, he said, should serve to protect the weak and restrain the strong. 
"Giving free rein to market between the north and the south means allowing the 
strongest to pass the brunt of the crisis onto the poorest," he noted. 


Referring to African questions, Mitterrand said that the object of the African 
nations “is to prevent Africa from being turned into an arena of rivalry and 
contradictions for external interests." He warned that in any area of tension 
in Africa the great powers were tempted to intervene if the problem was not 
settled quickly by the countries directly concerned. 


On the current situation in Chad, the French president called for the creation 
of a pan-African force in Chad, saying it is the only reasonable way to create 
the necessary conditions for the legal government and President Oueddei Goukouni 
to govern the country and reorganise its national army. "France pledges its 
unconditional aid for Chad to regain its unification and independence,” he said. 
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Turning to the question of Namibia, Mitterrand said that his country is opposed 
to “interminable negotiations" and hoped to see that a firm schedule on the 
Namibian issue would be worked out. He said France believes that "Namibia 
will become independent in 1982." 


As the eldest participant at the summit, President Felix Houphouet-Boigny of 
Ivory Coast also addressed the meeting after the French president. 


Apart from the French president, the meeting was attended by heads of state of 
19 African member nations with the exception of Seychelles. They are: Benin, 
Burundi, Central African Republic, Comores, Congo, Ivory Coast, Djibouti, Gabon, 
Upper-Volta, Mali, Mauritius, Mauritania, Niger, Rwanda, Senegal, Seychelles, 
Chad, Togo and Zaire. Angola, Egypt, Somalia, Sudan and seven other African 
nations attended the meeting as observers. 


After its first meeting in November 1973, the Franco-African summit was held 
annually since 1975 for a discussion of vital questions in Africa and issues 
concerning cooperation between France and Africa.

"We need cooperation and common approach not only to fight the battle against 
widespread poverty in our respective countries but also to minimize the adverse 
impact of external factors to our development efforts such as inflation, market 
uncertainty, resources constraint and difficulty in transfer of appropriate 
technology.” 


He said: "Regional cooperation should be based on and, in turn, contribute to 
mutual trust, understanding and sympathetic appreciation of the national aspira- 
tions of the countries of the region, and that such cooperation should also be 
based on the respect for the principles of sovereign equality, territorial 
integrity, political independence and non-interference in internal affairs of 
other states and mutual benefits.” 


The first meeting of the foreign secretaries of the seven South Asian countries 
was held in Colombo in April this year, which brought about the formation of the 
five study groups of agriculture, rural development, telecommunications, 
meteorology, and health and population. Since then group meetings of different 
fields have been held separately to consider concrete ways and means for regional 
cooperation.

[Text] Warsaw, 3 Nov (XINHUA)--Thousands of Polish workers went back to their 
posts today as the Solidarity Union's National Commission met in Gdansk to discuss 
creation of a disciplinary commission that would purge local unionists who defy 
the national leadership's call for an end to wildcat strikes. 


The meeting followed a SEJM (the Polish National Assembly) call for an end to 
strikes at a meeting last Saturday. The SEJM said if the call was not heeded, 

it would “consider a proposal to equip the government with extraordinary measures 
of operation" as the situation required. 


In Tarnobrzeg, a center of sulphur mining and heavy equipment production about 
120 miles south of Warsaw, 100,000 workers called off a wildcat strike yesterday 
after Solidarity Union Chairman Lech Walesa urged them to give the National 
Commission time to negotiate with the government, thus ending a 10-day walkout 
that had cost the country about $40 million. 


But workers in Zyrardow, southwest of Warsaw, and in Zielona Gora, southwest 
Poland, continued their strikes today in defiance of calls by both the SEJM and 
the union for an immediate end of all strikes. 


About 250 United Workers’ Party members were charged today with corruption, the 
PAP News Agency reported. 


PAP said 31 officials charged by the public prosecutor “held executive positions 
in various offices and agencies of a central level." 


These officials were charged with counterfeiting documents, accpeting hard currency 
bribes, making out false work reports, using state-owned materials for private 
buildings and the private use of official vehicles, the report said.

At the end of the meeting, Walesa told newsmen, "We have at last begun talks. 
I am glad of it." 


Observers here believe that the meeting will likely have a favourable influence 
on reduction of political tension and overcoming of the worsening social-economic 
crisis.

"RENMIN RIBAO' DELEGATION REPORT ON ROMANIA VISIT

{Report by RENMIN RIBAO delegation: "Do Everything for People] 


[Text] On 23 August, the red banners of the processions to celebrate Romania's 
National Day were fluttering everywhere. In the huge crowd of people was a large 
placard which read: Do everything for people. Closely following the crowd were 
the workers who imposingly held rows after rows of rectangular cream-colored 
placards. One placard ornamented with flowers read: The new residences built 
since liberation have housed over two-thirds of Romania's residents! Another 
placard read: The wages of workers in 1980 increased by 660 percent over 1950! 
Still another placard read: Romania's commodity sales in 1950-1980 increased 

by 315 times! These eye-catching figures reminded us what it was like to live 
in Romania, 


In midsummer, it sometimes rains in Romania. When we woke up in the morning and 
turned on the radio, we heard the announcer's warm voice: It is rainy today. 
Comrades, please do not forget to carry your umbrellas or raincoats with you 
when you go to work. After some music, the same warm voice said again: It is 
still summer vacation for our schoolchildren and motorists must pay special 
attention to children crossing the streets. After a whole, the announcer said: 
The festival is drawing near, do not eat too much at banquets. If you revel and 
sit up late in the night, try to take an afternoon nap on the following day. 
These exhortative words warmed people's hearts. We felt like we were living in 
a large united, harmonious family. 


We deeply felt that the masses‘ destiny was taken great care of by Romania's 
party and government. In Romania, showing concern for people has become an 
important principle. Wherever we went and whenever local leaders briefed us, they 
would always zestfully talk about how many new residences, clubs, moviehouses, 
theaters, nurseries and stores had been built in their areas and how many things 
concerning the masses’ living can still be built this year. They would also 
confidently say they were certain the plan would be overfulfilled. 


In (Suchawa) County, the female secretary of the county party committee said one 
of the county party committee's major tasks was to improve the residents" living 
conditions. She said: We must do our best so the working people need not worry 
about living problems. After a day's work, the working people can comfortably 
enjoy their rest at home. 
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With regard to solving the residents’ housing problem, the achievements made in 
the capital city Bucharest was especially prominent. In the initial period after 
liberation, the city had little more than 100,000 people. Today, the city's 
population has increased to 2 million. Over the past 30 years and more, the city 
has opened up and built four large residential districts. The city has built a 
total of 450,000 units of residences, including those spreading in various places 
of the city. 


Responsible persons of the Capital Urban Design Institute told us that they planned 
to build an additional 150,000 units of living quarters in the next 5 years to 
provide comfortable housing for more people, eliminate the sharing of single 
living quarters by two households and further expand the people's living space. 
Pointing to some new buildings, the Romanian comrades who accompanied us on a 

tour of the city of Bucharest told us that they were built or reconstructed over 
the debris of the 1977 earthquake. These highrises are even more handsome than 
the original buildings. They also told us that upon hearing of the serious 
earthquake Comrade Ceausescu, who was paying a state visit to Africa at the time, 
rushed home immediately to personally take the command of the disaster relief work. 
They added: "The party has always taught us to constantly bear the people's 
hardships in mind." 


We were deeply impressed by the work style of the leading comrades of some Romanian 
localities, who maintain close contacts with the masses. As we arrived at Solca, 

a city in Suceva District that has a population of 5,000, at noon one day for 

a visit, we were kept waiting outside the city office because the door was locked. 
After a little while we saw Mayor (Yunarscu), a lady in her 40's, rushing toward 
us in the distance. As she opened the door she apologized for being late, explaining 
that she had just attended a wedding. Later on we found out that the city office 
did not even hire a secretary or janitor and that everything was done by the mayor 
herself. This capable and energetic female mayor told us that she spent little 
time in the office and that her daily routine is to take a stroll around the city 
to inspect the market supply, hospital registration and production at the beer 
brewery and handicraft cooperatives and then go to the office to study and handle 
various problems with other leading members of the city government. Later on, 

as she accompanied us to visit the beer brewery and rug factory, we witnessed 

the close and harmonious relations between the mayor and the masses. Some female 
workers even teased her about her nice outfit. 


(Amalia), the female mayor of the mountain city (Sangjieros), who was originally 
a textile worker, maintained the same good work style and close contacts with 
the masses. Leaving the city office to accompany us on a tour of the city, she 
was met outside her office by a group of people clad in sheepskin coats. They 
introduced themselves as individual herdsmen from the mountain who, because of 
the drop in temperature and snow the day before, had come to request the mayor's 
assistance in driving the sheep to the pastures at the foot of the mountain to 
take the shelter from the cold. After instructing other cadres to help the 
herdsmen, (Amalia) left the office with us. She told us that by law the leaders 
of all departments must designate a half day per week to receive the masses, 
listen to their opinions and help them solve their problems. But the people come 
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to her at any time, and she thinks this shows the people's trust in her. While 
having lunch with us, (Amalia) repeatedly excused herself to answer telephone 
calls. We said: "You are really busy." She replied with a smile: "Because I 
am the housekeeper. A mother just called me about arrangements for her child to 
go to nursery school. Another woman worker asked me to mediate a family quarrel 
between her and her husband. Could I not care for them?" 


In Romania we often saw the slogan “It is the people who build socialism; the 
building of socialism is for the people." We know that the principle summarized 


by the slogan is being put into practice in Romania, a prospering socialist country.

BELGIAN PAPER ON USSR SUB--Brussels, 5 Nov (XINHUA)--The running aground of a 
Soviet submarine last week near the Swedish naval base of Karlsrona cannot leave 
western countries indifferent to their security, the daily bulletin EUROPE said 
editorially here today. It pointed out that the Soviet submarine's entry into 
Swedish territorial waters should make all Europeans concerned about their 
defence. The fact that a high class Soviet submarine was able to penetrate 
undetected into a secure and off-limits area is extremely worrying. The event, 
significantly different from most acts of espionage, constitutes an act of 
aggression, the editorial noted. Neutralists and unilateralists should reflect 
upon it. Then they may understand clearly that declarations of neutralism and 
pacifism such as Sweden's cannot always prevent aggression, the editorial said. 
The only way to discourage aggression, the editorial said, is to make it known 
unequivocally to an aggressor that the reprimand will be swift and harsh.

Soviet news organ neither made any mention of the Swedish protest against and 

the Soviet apology for this serious incident, nor did it disclose the interroga- 
tion of the submarine captain by the Swedish authorities.

CORRECT METHODS FOR CONDUCTING MEETINGS ENCO!?AGED 
Beijing RENMIN RIBAO in Chinese 9 Oct 81 p 8 
{Article by Ge Qiong [5514 8825]: "The Correct Way To Hold Meetings” ] 


[Text] There are some comrades who argue: The way in which meetings are held is an 
expression of party style. This is perfectly true. 


On the morning of 22 September, a plenary session of the committee on Lu Xun's 100th 
anniversary was held. At 8:30 the secretary-general of the anniversary committee, 
Comrade Chen Huangmei [7115 5435 3561], arrived at the conference hall. The chair- 
man of the anniversary committee, Comrade Deng Yingchao [6772 4481 6389], arrived 
before 9:00, she too was early. She chatted cordially with section committee members 
then took her seat and announced the opening of the conference. She said that there 
were two agendas for this meeting, first would be a report by the secretary-general 
and second, the committee members would be invited to express their opinions. This 
was immediately followed by a concisely prepared work report given by the secretary- 
general. At the conclusion of the report Comrade Deng Yingshao invited the committee 
members to air their views. She took the lead and made specific suggestions on 
commemorative activities and presented her expectations and requests to committee 
members. One committee member made a brief speech. After a while Comrade Deng 
Yingchao asked: "Are there any other comments?" No one else had anything further to 
say. She then declared: “If there are no other comments then we'll keep it brief 
and adjourn the meeting." The time was 9:45 a.m. Although the meeting was short 
nevertheless problems were dealt with. 


This meeting was handled well. Various facets are worth encouraging. 


First, those in charge of the conference were punctual. In convening a conference 
there ought to be a vigorous and prompt work style. A starting time should be 

fixed and observed. There are to be no exceptions among the participants, this 
includes the leaders presiding over the meeting. The undisciplined and lax habit 

of arriving at 9:00 when the meeting begins at 8:00 or coming at time A when the 
meeting is set for time B must be corrected. The tardy work style of those in charge 
who keep participants waiting must be overcome. If the leadership sets a good ex- 
ample, not only will it be an expression of the mass viewpoint, it will also be of 
benefit to the good work style of creating unity, alertness, earnestness and active- 
ness among the participants. 
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Second, the speakers made prepared speeches. Regardless of what meeting is being 
held, they should all strive for results and excellence. Prior to the meeting it 
is necessary to make full preparations. If a speaker is not well-prepared he will 
talk nonsense and ramble on about the Classic of Mountains and Streams during the 
meeting with the result that the participants miss the point and find it difficult 
to study and deal with problems. We strongly recommend that leaders make prepared 
reports. (They should do it themselves rather than making a secretary do it for 
them." 


Third, speeches were brief and the meeting was short. The meeting mentioned above 
only lasted a short time, in all it lasted less than 1 hour. If people talk at 
length then the meeting is prolonged; if they come to the point then the meeting 
will be brief and won't drag on and waste time. We need this kind of work style. 
At the present time everyone has their hands full, they must hold all kinds of con- 
ferences to discuss and study problems. However, they cannot spend excessive time 
on conferences. Since the content matter of the meetings varies, some require more 
time than others. In any event, they should all make every effort to keep them 
brief. Lu Xun stressed being as succinct as possible in talking and in writing. We 
should learn from Lu Xun and advocate that: It is better to make a long meeting 
short than to prolong a short meeting. 


One thing that must not be neglected in the rectification of party style is the 
encouragement of correct methods in conducting meetings and the correction of un- 
sound practices in holding meetings.

PARTY LEADERS URGED TO CORRECT UNHEALTHY TENDENCIES 
Beijing RENMIN RIBAO in Chinese 8 Oct 81 p 3 


[Article: “Responsible Party Committee Members Must Stress Party Style and Correct 
the Flabby, Disorganized Situation."] 


[Text] It was reported in the SHENYANG RIBAO that Comrade Li Tao [2621 3447], First 
Secretary of the Shenyang Municipal Party Committee, spoke at the experience exchange 
meetings dealing with the question of rectifying evil tendencies in the economic 
field held at both the Shenyang Municipal Party Committee and the Shenyang Municipal 
Government. 


Comrade Li Tao pointed out that party committees at all levels throughout Shenyang 
Municipality should continue to bring order out of chaos ideologically, organiza- 
tionally and in our work. We must alter the flabby and disorganized state and be 
inspired with enthusiasm in order to build both a spiritual civilization and a. 
material one. In this respect, party committees at all levels throughout Shenyang 
Municipality have done a lot of work and have achieved successes. However, the 
flabby and disorganized state still exists in varying degrees ideologically, organ- 
izationally and in our work. Ideologically, on the one hand, the influence of the 
"leftist" guiding ideology has not yet been completely eliminated; and on the other 
hand, the struggle against the tendency of capitalist liberalization has not been 
effectively carried out and the party's workstyle has not taken a fundamental turn 
for the better. Organizationally, a phenomenon of anarchism, out-and-out egoism 

and the lack of organizational discipline is very serious. In our work, there are 
samples of performing one's duty in a perfunctory manner of irresponsibly. This is 
incompatible with the consistent traditional style of work of the party and a serious 
obstacle in implementing the lines, guiding principles and policies adopted since the 
conclusion of the Third Plenary Session of the Eleventh CCP Central Committee and 

in building the “two civilizations." 


The reason why issues like this still exist is, aside from the influence of the 
foreign ideology of capitalist liberalization, mainly attributable to flabby and dis- 
organized party leadership. For this reason, the party is no longer able to correct- 
ly carry out criticism and self-criticism, nor can it effectively wage struggles 
against evil tendencies. In this respect, the Municipal Party Committee should 
carry out self-criticism. 


One of the important tasks of party organizations at all levels throughout Shenyang 
Municipality is to continue the process of bringing order out of chaos and rectify- 
ing the state of flabbiness and disorganization. Leaders at all levels must inte- 
grate themselves with reality, study the resolution adopted by the Sixth Plenary 
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Session of the Eleventh CCP Central Committee and the essence of the forum on pro- 
blems on the ideological front, and conscientiously sum up experiences and lessons. 
First, it is necessary to start from the Municipal Party Committee and the Municipal 
Government and from leading cadres at all levels to alter the flabby and disorganized 
state, to take up the weapon of criticism and self-criticism in order tc wage strug- 
gles against one's own shortcomings and errors, so that we can distinguish clearly 
between right and wrong and deepen our political understanding. Second, we must pay 
close attention to encouraging party cadres and party members to study, in order to 
enhance political understanding of the whole party so that alteration of the flabby 
and disorganized state will become a conscientious action of the whole party. Third, 
close attention should also be paid to inner-party activities. At present, one of 
the most important inner-party activities is to carry out criticism and self-criticism. 
Fourth, it is necessary to arouse and mobilize the masses to struggle against those 
who violate the law and discipline. It is impossible to rectify evil tendencies 
without being subject to the supervision by the masses. We must support and commend 
comrades who dare to wage struggles. We must also carry out criticism through edu- 
cation and struggles which are necessary for rectifying evil tendencies. It is not 
permissible to confuse right and wrong or good and bad, or to try to stay on good 
terms with everybody at the expense of principle. 


Comrade Li Tao pointed out, rectifying the style of work of the party is one of the 
important tasks at present for us to bring order out of chaos. The question of the 
party's workstyle is in fact a question of party spirit. If the party spirit is not 
pure, it is impossible to rectify the style of work of the party. In order to rectify 
the style of work of the party, the first thing to do is to keep in conformity with 
the CCP Central Committee politically. It is a matter of political discipline, not 
an issue in general. It is not a matter requiring only lip service, but one that 
requires action. Second, it is necessary to resolutely correct evil trends in the 
economic field. At present, evil trends not only prevail in the circulation of com- 
modities, but phenomena such as trying to establish a relationship with somebody or 
getting in by the back door also can be seen in other areas as well. With the 
deepening of the movement forrectifying evil tendencies, various grave problems like 
graft and embezzlement, speculation and profiteering, and offering and taking bribes 
are beginning to be exposed. Party committees at all levels must not lower their 
guard. The Municipal Party Committee has decided that the “back door" must be firm- 
ly blocked and the "front door" must be kept open. Institutionally, some rules and 
regulations must be formulated. Problems of the past must be examined. From now on, 
starting from the Municipal Party Committee and the Municipal Government, nobody 

is allowed to make purchases directly from plants. This is considered a disciplinary 
rule. In order to crack down on activities like speculation and profiteering, graft 
and embezzlement, and bribery, thorough investigations should be carried out. Severe 
measures should be adopted to put an end to practices of some departments that take 
advantage of their official authority to occupy the houses of others. Third, evil 
tendencies of such as making use of one's authority to seek personal interests, or 
seeking interests for one's children or relatives, estranging oneself from the masses, 
must be resolutely checked. In this respect, it is good that the majority of our 
cadres have set strict demands on themselves. However, the masses have a lot of 
complaints about a handful of people who make use of their authority to occupy other's 
houses and try to seek jobs for their children and relatives. Party organizations 
must take care of housing problems of our senior comrades. However, one cannot 
occupy more space than what is actually needed. A few leading cadres must think 
about the fine traditions of the party and return houses which are unnecessary on 
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their own initiative. From now on, regulations dealing with housing for leading 
cadres should be formulated. 


Comrade Li Tao said in conclusion that the whole party must pay close attention to 
the process of correction in order to rectify the style of work of the party so that 
we can help the general mood of society take a turn for the better. It is a task of 
the whole party to implement the "Guiding Principle” in order to do a good job in 
rectifying the style of work of the party. The party is to be supervised by itself 
and the leading cadre of a party committee should pay close attention to rectifying 
the party's workstyle. Whichever unit has an unhealthy workstyle, the secretary of 
the party committee of that unit should be held responsible. Leading cadres should 
take the lead to rectify the style of work of the party. Higher levels lead lower 
levels, and at every level the job must be done. The style of work of the party can 
be completely rectified through the concerted effort of the whole party. In order 
to build a spiritual civilization, each cadre of our party must get himself person- 
ally involved to keep himself politically pure and healthy so as to restore the fine 
traditions of the party and to vigorously build a material civilization.

‘BA YI' ON DENG'S PLA CADRE PROMOTION POLICY

[Text] Recent reports submitted to higher authorities by cadre affairs departments 
of various military regions, PLA arms and services and military academies reveal 

a number of serious problems in the reshuffle of cadres in PLA units. As everyone 
knows, Comrade Deng Xiaoping has acted on his subjective point of view after 
removing Comrade Hua Guofeng from the post of chairman of the military commission. 
He has said that in the next 2 or 3 years two-thirds of the cadres at and above 
divisional level should be purged and expressed the determination to get rid of 

all the so-called problematic persons who have behaved badly and are unreliable. 
Without doubt, this subjective way of handling PLA cadre affairs is extremely 
unfair and very detrimental. 


Apart from other things, we have to point out that since the principle of selecting 
young and middle-aged cadres to fill leadership positions was put into effect, 
cadre policy has not attached importance to the cadre's ability in his field of 
work, his modern military knowledge or his job performance. The old criteria for 
selecting cadres have been used, and the primary concern has been whether a cadre 
has any problems. Comrade Deng Xiaoping once said at a military commission 
meeting: "We cannot say there is no problem at all with the leaders at various 
levels in our PLA units during the great cultural revolution and with those cadres 
who took part in the three support's and two military's tasks at that time." 
Everybody knows that during the great cultural revolution almost all young and 
middle-aged cadres in PLA units were involved in that political movement. According 
to what Comrade Deng Xiaoping said, the vast number of cadres mentioned above have 
problems; in other words, to promote them would be a matter of insurmountable 
difficulty. 


Regarding whether a PLA leader of the older generation should be removed or not, 
the guidance used is still based on the feudal idea-—-whether he is loyal to the 
ruler. In consequence, some experienced and energetic cadres have been expelled 
from PLA units, while those who are old and weak have not only remained in PLA 
units but have been assigned important responsibilities. Because of the principle 
of appointing cadres on the basis of their loyalty to the leader and their trust- 
worthiness in the eyes of the leader, a number of aged comrades who have not worked 
with the armed forces for a long time have been placed at important positions of 
leadership in our army. These comrades lack modern military knowledge; still less 
do they have any practical experience in building a modernized army. For example, 
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Comrade Xiao Jingguang left his post of commander of the navy at the age of 77 
and was replaced by 72-year-old Comrade Ye Fei. As is known to all, Comrade Ye 
Fei is not familiar with naval work, still less does he have any knowledge and 
practical naval experience. As another example, Comrade Xu Xiangqian left his 
post as minister of national defense at the age of 78, and his successor is 
Comrade Geng Biao, who is over 50 and has not touched on the work of the armed 
forces for more than 30 years. A third example is that not long ago Comrade Deng 
Xiaoping insisted on placing 77-year-old Comrade Yang Shangkun at the position 

of secretary-general of the military commission, but everyone knows that the 
latter did political work in the army more than 40 years ago and since then has 
not been connected with the armed forces. Since Comrade Yang Shangkun has neither 
modern military knowledge nor sufficient energy, how can he successfully shoulder 
the heavy and complicated task of building the army? 


All in all, Deng Xiaoping's principle of reshuffling the PLA cadres does not agree 
at all with the spirit of the relevant resolutions of the central authorities 
on selecting successors as relayed by Comrade Hu Yaobang.

"BA YI' HITS DENG XIAOPING PLAN TO OUST ARMY CADRES

[Text] The departments in charge of cadres of various branches of service and 
military academies in various major military districts reported that many serious 
problems have cropped up in the course of replacing army cadres en masse. Everyone 
knows that after stripping Comrade Hua Guofeng of his position as the chairman 

of the military commission, Comrade Deng Xiaoping said that in the next 2 or 3 
years, two-thirds of the cadres at and above the divisional level, particularly 
those in military organs, will be combed out. He also wanted to get rid of all 
those people who fail to do their jobs well and who are unreliable. It is 
uadoubted that the way he handles the issue of army cadres is not fair. It is 
extremely harmful. Ever since the implementation of the policy to select and 
promote young and middle-aged cadres to the leading posts, cadres are stiil selected 
and promoted according to the old criteria instead of attaching imporcance to 

one's professional competence, knowledge in modern military science and work 
performance. First of all, it is necessary to determine if the candidate has 

any problem or not. 


In a meeting in September, Comrade Deng Xiaoping pointed out: It is hard to say 
that the leadership at all levels in the army and those army cadres who had 
participated in the work of “three supports and two militaries" during the cultural 
revolution have no problems at all. Everyone knows that during the cultural 
revolution, nearly all the young and middle-aged army cadres were involved in 

this political movement. 


According to Comrade Deng Xiaoping'’s point of view, half of the army cadres have 
problems. In other words, it would be extremely difficult to promote them. As 
for the army leaders of the older generation, whether one should be retained or 
released is based upon the feudalist concept to see if “the subject is loyal to 
the monarch." Thus a number of experienced and fairly energetic cadres have 
been combed out from the army, while some old and infirm cadres are retained in 
the army and even given important posts. Due to the fact that the promotion of 
a cadre depends on his loyalty to the leader himself, a number of old comrades 
who had left the army long ago have been assigned to take important leading 
posts in our army. These comrades lack knowledge in modern military science as 
well as the practical experience in building a modern army. For example, Naval 
Commander Comrade Xiao Jingguang left his post at age 77. He was replaced by 
72 year-old Comrade Ye Fei. However, everyone knows that Comrade Ye Fei knows 
little about the navy. Nor does he have the knowledge and practical experience 
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in naval operation. Here is another example. Comrade Xu Xiangqian, former 
minister of national defense, left the post when he was 78 years oJd. But his 
successor Comrade Geng Biao is already 70 years old. In addition, he has not 
worked in the army for more than 30 years. 


Also, Comrade Deng Xiaoping is bent on assigning 77 year old Comrade Yang Shangkun 
to work as the secretary general of the military commission. However, it is 
known to all that Comrade Yang Shangkun was doing political work in the army 

40 some years ago, and later left the army. Let us ask one question: Comrade 
Yang Shangkun is devoid of knowledge in modern military science. Nor does he 
have enough energy to carry out his work. How can he possibly fulfill this 
arduous and complex task of army building? In short, the principle for replacing 
army cadres put forward by Comrade Deng Xiaoping fundamentally runs counter to the 
guidelines laid down by the resolution of the CCP Central Committee on successors 


as conveyed by Comrade Hu Yaobang.

REGULATIONS TO INCREASE PROTECTION OF CULTURAL RELICS ADOPTED 
0WO71310 Beijing XINHUA in English 1257 GMT 7 Nov 81 


[Text] Beijing, 7 Nov (XINHUA)-—-Beijing has adopted new regulations to preserve 

its ancient buildings and cultural relics. The regulations, proposed by the Beijing 
Municipal Government, were approved at the 16th session of the Standing Committee 

of the 7th Municipal People's Congress which closed here this morning. 


The regulations urge that more places of historical interest, ancient buildings, 
gardens, tombs, temples, and inscriptions in the city be put under state and 
municipal protection. So far, 78 sites in the Beijing area-—-including the Great 
Wall, the Palace Museum and the Ming tombs--have been listed as monuments and relics 
to be preserved. 


The new regulations stipulate that no ancient structure or cultural relic is to 
be dismantled, destroyed or rebuilt, and no new construction projects can be 
started within the protection areas for the relics. The regulations also say new 
buildings to be put up around protection areas must be in harmony with nearby 
ancient buildings in style, size and color. 


The regulations stipulate that all relics underground are state owned. "No units 
or individuals are allowed to unearth relics without authorization, to take 
forcible possession of them, or to illicitly transfer them." The regulations also 
say that no precious relic is to be exported. 


Under the regulations, a committee composed of officials, specialists and scholars, 
will be established for the preservation of cultural sites and relics. 


The regulations say the municipal government will work out stipulations for 
awarding units or individuals who make contributions to the preservation and 
discovery of relics or donate relics to the state, and for penalizing those who 
Steal or smuggle relics or engage in speculation. 


The municipal government appropriated 70 million yuan (RMB) in the last 3 years 
to the municipal bureau of parks and woods for the repair of cultural sites and 
relics.

FAST, SLOW CLASSES BANNED--According to our sources, the Provincial Education 
Bureau recently issued a circular forbidding all middle and elementary schools 

to classify students into fast and slow classes based on their academic scores. 

The circular states: In the past few years, middle and elementary schools have 
been readjusted and consolidated, and a normal and correct education system has 
been established and improved in our province. Since all middle and elementary 
schools have adopted a competitive grading system, the cultural levels of students 
at the same grade level and of the same age are relatively the same. This is 
advantageous to classroom instruction. Therefore, further grading of students 
into fast and slow classes is harmful to considering students as a whole and 
implementing the party's educational policy in an all-round manner. The circular 
States: The classification of fast and slow classes will be completely banned 

in all middle and elementary schools beginning in the 1982 autumn semester. 
Existing fast and slow classes should be reorganized if conditions permit. Efforts 
should be made to strengthen leadership, if problems exist in such work, and do a 
good job in the reorganization. Education administrative departments at all 
levels and all middle and elementary schools must strictly enact the spirit of 

the circular. Those who insist on classifying students into fast and slow classes 
will be dealt with in a timely manner.

[Text] The people of Hong Kong and their property will be protected no matter 
what becomes of Hong Kong, the mayor of Shanghai, Mr Wang Daohan, said last night. 


Mr Wang arrived earlier in the day after a l-week official visit to the United 
Kingdom. 


"You (the people of Hong Kong) should know China's policy towards Hong Kong," 

Mr Wang told reporters before having dinner with Hong Kong's shipping magnate, 
Sir Yue-kong Pao. He did not elaborate on what exactly this policy is and neither 
did he mention the new territories, the lease on which expires in 1997. 


Mr Wang will pay a courtesy call on the governor, Sir Murray Maclehose, today at 
Government House and will "exchange opinions” on various issues. 


He said his recent visit to the UK had nothing to do with Hong Kong. It centered 
mainly on better relations and cooperation between the two countries, he said. 
"We hope that through the visit, we could bolster our economic relationship with 
the UK Government and some of its cities, such as London and Liverpool. "We 
have also done some research on industry and commerce," he said. 


Although the visit did not yield any major results, Mr Wang said his delegation 
had successfully concluded a joint venture with a British manufacturer on 
the making of glass. 


During his 3-day stay, Mr Wang and his seven-member group are expected to visit 
local housing projects, shipyards and the mass transit railway. 


It is understood that Shanghai, which has a long shipbuilding history, plans to 
expand the industry. 


Mr Wang is the second high-ranking Chinese official to visit Hong Kong in the 
past week. Last week the first secretary of Guangdong Province, Mr Ren Zhongyi, 
spent a few days here before going on to Macao.

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LIU TA-JEN SCORES 'PEIPING REGIME'S TRICKS'

[Text] Taipei, 30 Oct (CNA)--Liu Ta-jen, spokesman for the Ministry of Foreign 
Affairs, said Friday that the Peiping regime was attempting to play the "Soviet 
card" against the United States when it expressed its intention recently to 
negotiate with the Russians on the border disputes. 


Speaking at the news conference, Liu said, "We are confident that the U.S. has 
seen through the Chinese communist tricks." 


He pointed out that the recent commemoration of the Hsin Hai revolution and 
united front peace talks launched by the Chinese communists wi’l never achieve 
their calculated purposes because the Republic of China and other nations of the 
free world are fully aware of the Peiping regime's tricks. 


Commenting on the report that one million copies of the bible had been smuggled 
into mainland China recently, Liu said this clearly indicates the lack of religious 
freedom on the mainland. He called on leaders of the world religious circles 

to take note of the Chinese communist atheism. "Only when the communists are 
eliminated from mainland China, can the Chinese people enjoy true religious 
freedom,” he said. 


He also highly praised Prime Minister Lee Kuan-yew of Singapore for his remarks 
at the recent commonwealth conference that the Chinese communists continue to 
support the communist movement in Singapore and Malaysia, and that the improvement 
of relations between the U.S. and Red China will only aggravate the uncertainty 
of the situation in Southeast Asia.

ECONOMIC COOPERATION WITH ROK--Taipei, 30 Oct (CNA)--Economics Minister Chang 
Kwang-shih said Thursday that to further strengthen economic cooperation between 
the Republic of China and South Korea, the private sectors of the two nations 
should continue to exchange visits and data on trade and technology. The 14th 
joint conference of the Council for Sino-Korean Economic Cooperation opened at 
the Grand Hotel with C.F. Koo, president of the Chinese Council, and Pak Yong-hak, 
chief Korean delegate, jointly presiding. Speaking at the meeting, Chang said 
that in the first three quarters of this year, the Sino-Korean trade reached 
U.S.$436.4 million.

“I earnestly hope that this meeting will promote 
better understanding and cooperation between the business sectors of our two 
nations," Chang stressed. The Korean delegation also visited the Ministry of 
Economic Affairs, Board of Foreign Trade and Industrial Development Bureau Thursday.
